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DETAILED ACTION

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3. Claims 9-15 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The claimed structure of claim 9 was not found in the prior art. Specifically 
"an emitter region formed over said base region including a first polysilicon layer ... with 
a dopant having a first concentration and a second polysilicon layer . . . with said dopant 
having a second concentration", was not found in the prior art search. Toyoda (US 
7,135,721) was the closest art found but did not teach two polysilicon layers with the 
claimed dopant concentration differences.
